OUR MEN PRAISED.

French I'olanet Tells ef Defeace of
ftelcheprey.

Kit tAe Attoeiatml Prtit.

April ;3. (delayed) The valor and
sieadfastness of the American troops
during lite uerman attack at Kelcheprey
lilt Saturday Is given unstinted praise
by the French troops on the same front.
This admiration for the fighting quail-- t

i of hl. transatlantic comrades Is dem-
onstrated In a report forwarded to the
General commanding by the Colonel of
a French Infantry regiment which took
pjrt In the Belcheprey engagement.

"I visited Rennerea wood after the
counter attack In which the position was
recaptured and examined the altuaton
In fletall.-- ' says the report. "JJvery-wher- e

traces of hand to hand fighting
iot that tbe American soldiers, de-

spite two hours of heavy bombardment
by largn calibre guns, defended them-elve- s

valUntly.
"In the vicinity between the front

trenched and the communication trench
connecting the Jury and Rennerea
rood two American machine gunners
i!eil fighting on their weapons, after

covering the ground around with Oer
man dead. The enemy suffered, great
lasses, thanks to this hercrto resistance.

"Everywhere there are signs of Ger-
man wounded having been carried off,
while many German bodies remain be-

cause the retiring enemy was unable to
remove them. Numbers of these dead
belong to German storming detach-
ments."

into small groups and was cut off from
the company to which It belonged
throughout the entire fight.

Itehlnd the Americans njul on the.r
left flank were (ierinan units, but thny
could hare retired on the right. How-
ever, they decided t Htlck and fight,
whloh they did with wonderful valor
notwithstanding the Incessant enemy
bombardment and slfle fire. Numerous
hand to hand combats were fought In the
course of this long struggle from which
the Americans found themselves obliged
to retire toward nightfall but only after
destroying their machine gum.

In Hlecheprey a squad of American
found several cases of grenades with
which they succeeded In putting up a
terrific fight and holding out the entire
day on the northern extremity of the
village. They refused to surrender when
summoned to do so, and at the end of
the fighting only nine out of the original
twenty-thre- e were left A cook surprised
by the Germans and half stunned by a
blow from a grenade seized a rifle and
continued firing until he fell dead.

Toward evening a hospital which had
been --stabllshed In Helcheprey was
blown up along with the doctors and am-
bulance men. The chief surgeon of the
American regiment engaged, hurried to
the spot with French and American am-
bulance cars as soon us he learned of
the occurrence. The rescue party passed
through a severe barrage fire, but oven-tuall- y

reached the village, where they
tended to the wounded for many hours
under a heavy enemy fire.

An American Lieutenant with only
six men natro'.leid 06 yards of the front
during the entire day and maiivtiUned
communication with the battalions on
his right and left Many other Inci-
dents of bravery are recorded by the
French, but details are not obtainable.

Dr. Hans Sulzer, the Swiss Minister,
Issued this statement:

"The Hwlss Legation has decided not
to extend Us protection to Dr. Kart
Muck as a Swiss citizen. When Dr.
Muck waa arrested the legation Inquired
at the Department of State the grounds
for this nctlon. The Inquiry was based
upon the fact (hat Dr. Muc': become, a
naturalized Swiss clllstn through the
naturalization of his father in the year
l.SfiC.
